PLASTIC GARMENT BAGS are often effective fumigation chambers for 
trolling clothes moths with paradichlorobenzene crystals For practical 
purposes, however, the bags should be well constructed and of film not 
than 0.003 inch thick for clothes moth control, nor less than 0.008 inch 
for clothes moth and carpet beetle control, advises Dr. John W. Arnold 
of the Entomology Division, Canadian Department of Agriculture He also 
suggests that the clothing should be loosely separated in the bag to permit 
vapor penetration, and the para crystals at the minimum rate of 1 pound per 
10 cubic feet of bag volume (approximately 12 ounces in a 7.6 cubic foot 
bag) should be suspended at the top of the bag in a cylindrical mesh con- 
tainer The bag should be kept tightly closed, and the para supply re- 
plenished at weekly intervals for several weeks It was Dr. Arnold’s 
observation that the plastic garment bags which he used in his tests did 
not confine the para vapors efficiently and needed considerable improve- 
ment with respect to the quality of the plastic used in their construction.

PERSONAL DEODORANTS are in wide use According to Chemical Week, 85% 
of women and over 42% of men use a personal deodorant, frequently in cream 
form The earliest form was a liquid that was essentially an aqueous solu- 
tion of aluminum chloride; then creams became popular; these were followed by 
sprays; and currently sticks are making an appearance Preparations that 
are effective as anti-—perspirants, producing a decrease in perspiration, con- 
tain an aluminum compound such as aluminum chloride, aluminum sulfate, or 
aluminum chlorohydroxide Since some people have a sensitivity to alumi- 
num, the application of such preparations may be irritating Currently 
popular as a deodorant are creams and sticks containing hexachlorophene, 
which is also an ingredient of certain toilet soaps.

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TUBELESS TIRES 


AN OFFICIAL of one of the larwe tire manuta 
turing companies has predicted that three years 
from now practically all passenger car tires will 
be sold without tubes his is not surprising 
for it has been stated that at present 60 percent 
to 70 percent of all tires sold are of the tubeless 
typ Whether or not this is a good trend is 
debatable

The 
sealant adheres to the puncturing object and 
prevents the air from escaping from the tire 
When the nail or other object causing the pun 
ture is removed, the sealant is forced into the 
hole (if it is not too large by the au pressure

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With tubeless tires that contain a puncture 


sealing compound, serious tire unbalance has 


been a common trouble The soft sealing gum 
has tended to move about in the tire and to flow 
to the bottom of the tire when it stops, or lump 
up elsewhere; this throws the wheel far out of 
balance The tires with sealing gum may also 
present special problems in repairing a puncture
